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DETAILED ACTION 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the limitations e.g., in 
claims 26-30 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 11-14 and 18-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over DE 10022465 (equivalent to Meyer et al 2003/0181772) or WO 
02/062733 (equivalent to Bohner et al 2004/0065538). 

The above references are applied for the same reasons as set forth at pages 3 
and 4 of the previous Office Action. 

Claims 15-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's arguments filed August 7, 2008 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

However, the claims are not limited to "introduction into only a single sub- 
section.." commensurate with the argument. The additional argued features of Bohner 
such as: Bohner et al requires introducing the selective solvent in the upper part of both 
regions in the upper end, although not required by the claims, are not excluded 
therefrom. Furthermore, extending the dividing wall to an upper end of the column in 
Meyer is deemed to be a matter of additive. Moreover, the single introduction of 
selective solvent in the upper part of the distillation column is known in the art as taught 
by Meyer et al; and therefore is not an unobvious subject matter nor is it indicative of 
criticality in the art. This is recognized by applicant as applicant contemplates doing 
what Bohner is doing, i.e., introducing the selective solvent in the upper part of both 
regions in the upper end. Compare with the instant abstract reciting that " the selective 
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solvent (S) is introduced in the upper part of the first region (1) and/or in the upper part 
of the second region (2) and the flow of solvent (S1 ) into the first region (1 ) and/or the 
flow of solvent (S1 ) into the second region (2) are set.." See further Figs. 1 and 4-7 of 
the instant drawings. Thus, the single and/or two point(s) of introduction of the solvent 
are alternative modes of operation that is/are known to an artisan. [All Above Emphasis 
Added]. 

Absence evidence to the contrary, the statement must be taken at face value. 
Absolute predictability is not a prerequisite for obviousness rejection All that is required 
to show obviousness is that the applicant make his claimed invention merely by 
applying, knowledge clearly present in the prior art. Section 103 requires us to presume 
full knowledge by the inventor of the prior art in the filed of his endeavor. See In re 
Winslow, 53 CCPA 1574, 1578, 365 F.2d 1017, 1020, 151 USPQ 48, 50-51 (1966). No 
commercial success is claimed, nor is any other factor indicating No commercial 
success is claimed, nor is any other factor indicating non-obviousness is seen to exists.
